Ballard (and apparently he ha* 


the backing of most of the coun- 
cil) feels that the existing con- 
tract is obsolete since the rural 
department is now occupying 
-more truck space'ih the city sta- 
tion than was originally contract-' 
e d for.

The rural district paid no rental 


under the old cotnract and- was al- 
lotted one truck space. Now the 
rural fire fighting euipment has 
expanded to two spaces.

There are other 
ramifications 


stemming from the contract, ne- 
gotiated seven years ago, but we 
won't take space to discuss them 
here. 


There is a firm feeling in some 


official quarters that the original 
contract has been overstepped by 
the rural district. And now that the 
city seeks to remedy some of the 
terms, Higby is threatening to di- 
vorce the rural district* from the 
city. 


Some persons who have b«en 


close to the situation, view the 
present tangle as unfortunate in- 
asmuch as both 
departments 


have much fo le'nd to each other. 
But some city officials, we*..a're 
informed are ready to go it alone 
if Higby chooses to pick up his 
marbles. Higby has shown an in- 
clination Jo move his department 
to SwissvHle for some time. 


The showdown on the matter is 


expected Friday at a meeting of 
the mayor, city commissioners and 
rural fire department district di- 
rectors. 


But chances are that there'll be 


a few views expressed before Fri- 
day arrives.

Truce Talks 
Reach Crisis, 
He Discloses 


No Man Can Tell 
Outcome, Newsmen 
Told at Conference 


WASHINGTON (^—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower said today 
this government looks for- 
ward to and intends to work 
for the peaceful reunification 
of Korea. . 


The President declined at *iis 


news conference, however, "to say 
whether he has received any in- 
dication that South Korean Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee might be will- 
ing to go along with the proposed 
armistice. 


Can't Determine 


And he declared that at this 


point no man can tell how the 
troubles In Korea are going to 
come out. 


Eisenhower noted at the start 


of his conference that the Commu- 
nists have announced willingness 
to proceed with truce arrange- 
ments, in line with the U.N. pro- 
posal of June 29.. 


That proposal, submitted to the 


Reds by Gen. Mark W. Clark, 
called for proceeding without the. 
South 'Koreans if necessary. 


Eisenhower said he wanted to 


make it clear that every one in the 
U.S. understands the aspirations of 
Rhee, who has balked at signing 
an armistice unless it calls for 
unification of North and South Ko- 
rea. 


AH Sympathetic

The President said every one 


has a warm spot in their hearts 
for all that South Korea has done 
in the 
three-year 
old 
struggle 


against Communist aggressions. 


Then he went on to say we look 


forward to reunification of Korea 
by peaceful means and intend to 
work for it. 


The President also: 
1. Commenting on the uprisings 


in East Germany, said he finds it 
very significant that representa- 
tives of two great American labor 
organizations have asked him to 
take the initiative in aiding work- 
ers of Soviet-occupied.Germany in 
their struggle against Soviet to- 
talitarism. 


The appeal, he added, is signifi- 


cant 
because 
the 
Communists 


claim that workers in Soviet-con- 
trolled areas are living in a work- 
ers' paradise. 


2. Said he would have no real 


objection to traveling to London, 
instead of Bermuda, for a Big 
Three conference with British and 
French leaders. He added, how- 
ever, that he has received no pro- 
posal that such a switch be made. 


Declines Views 


3. Declined to express any view 


on the possible outcome of guber- 
natorial elections in either Penn- 
sylvania or Virginia. His policy, 
the President said, is to keep 
hands off local and state elections.

Co. Officials 


County Board Can 
Act to End Field 
Expense Payouts 


Six Lee county officials will 


be eligible for pay boosts un- 
der the new increased mini- 
mum salary bills signed into 
law Tuesday by Governor 
Williani G. Stratton. 


The new measures establish a 


$5.500 minimum and a $7,500 maxi- 
mum salary for county clerks, 
sheriffs, 
treasurers 
and circuit 


clerks in counties of 30,000 to 60,- 
000 population which includes Lee 
county. 


Judges in counties ranging in 


population from 21.000 to -10,000 
will receive a minimum salary of 
|6,200 and not more 
than the 


earnings of the state's attorney, 
currently 57,200 in Lee county. 


Also approved were new mini- 


mum salaries for public defenders 
in downstate counties, who here- 
tofore have been guaranteed at 
least 5100. 


$1,000 Minimum 


The'new enactment authorizes 


county boards to fix actual com- 
pensation up to, but not above the 
amount received by the state's at- 
torney. In Lee county, it is not to 
fall below $1,000. 


According to the law, the salary 


increases for county clerk,, sheriff 
and treasurer in Lee county will 
not become effective until the next 
term of office starting Dec. 1, 
195'! .• 


Jn the case of the circuit clerk, 


the increase will not go into 'effect 
until Dec. 1, 1956, the start of the 
next term. 


The new salary for county judges 


will take effect Dec. 1, 3954, when 
the elected judge takes office. 


Under the old law, the salary of 


the county-probate clerk was $5,- 
000; the circuit clerk-recorder, $5,- 
000; sheriff, $2,500 and treasurer, 
?2,500 'in Lee county. 


However, actual compensation 


received by persons holding those 
offices vary.

The workers were demanding also that hundreds of their 


comrades arrested in the anti-Communist rebellion of June 
17 be released from jail. The workers staged the sitdown 
strikes in Soviet-operated plants and the "people's owned" 
mills and factories.

Radio Berlin said the ele-

would run on normal sched- 
ules Thursday and all persons 
would be permitted to cross 
the border in either direction 
without special passes. This 
removed the last restriction 
placed on the east sector of 
the divided city by the Red 
army under martial law im- 
posed after the June 17 riot- 
ing.

He Charges Paul G. Hoffman, Former Head of Powerful 
Ford Foundation, Was a "Hoax" Beyond Rival in Historj

The Ford Foundation is one of the most powerful private entities ii 


the world. It has a capital endowment of about $300 million and it spent 
or gave away $37.S65.000 in 1952, which was a little more than five mil- 
lions beyond its income. 


Henry Ford II, chairman of the Foundation, is 


relatively young. Whether he is mature enough to 
command public confidence in the exercise of this 
great influence, especially in view of the radical 
political character of. some of the key subordinates, 
remains to be learned. His .first choice for president 
of the foundation was Paul G. Hoffman, who for a 
long time enjoyed by indolent acquiesence of an un- 
informed public, a reputation as' a "progressive" 
industrialist. 


Hoffman had been an automobile salesman in 


California and by salesmanship and push made him- 


•If president of Smdebaker. He landed at the head o.' :he Economic 


Cooperation Administration, the fabulous Roosevelt-Truman overseas 
squanderbund, at the end of the war and carried on without suspicious 
inquiry until a terrible toll had been taken of the American economy 
and of the future of our people who will have to redeem his extrava- 
gance. Hoffman may be summed up as a hoax without a rival in the 
history of mankind. He resigned the presidency of the foundation last 
March. 


The retired chief executive of 


one of our biggest and richest bus- 
iness corporations said Henry Fo'd 
II simply had to .relieve Hoffman 
of his powers. However. Hoffman 
was taken care of. Ford made him 
chairman of the board of The Fund 
for the Republic, a new subsidiary 
of the Foundation. 


This "fund" has a grain of $15 


million from the Foundation with 
which to "support activities di- 
rected toward the elimination of 
restrictions on freedom of thought, 
inquiry and expression." Hotfman 
soon announced the selection of 
Clifford P.. Case, a New Jerse 
congressman and a nominal Re 
publican as president and directo 
of the fund. He is so nominal i: 
his Republican doctrine .that th 
CIO, which is anti-Republican. en 
dorsed him in 1952. Case was or. 
of a mysterious group in Presi 
dent-elect Eisenhower's headquar 
ters last fall, who secretiy go 
Ike's signature on a "testimonial1 
for-Arthur J. Goldsmith who trie, 
to win control of congress for tin 
disclosed Eastern financial bac-K 
ers by sending money into state 
of small population to defeat ami 
Communist candidates and all whr 
stand against unrestricted immi 
gration. It is much more often 
anti-Republican than pro. 


Case and others concerned in 


this devious business have tok 
conflicting stories of the way i 
happened and of the actual nature 
of Ike's salute to Goldsmith. Ap 
parently Ike wasn't thoroughly 
aware of the implications of his 
acknowledgment of Goldsmith or 
of the uses to which it might be 
put.

September,

G. 


Moore, of the Wall Street Journal 
wrote that, after holding aloof for 
50 years, the Ford Motor Co., had 
recently considered a proposal to 
sell stock to the public. Hoffman 
was his authority. Hoffman said 
such a sale was not "imminent." 


The Foundation owned 3.089 90S 


shares with no voting power, an. 
praised at $200 a share early in 
J-B5.;. 


Mr. Moore's article said: "Full 
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control resides in the 172,645 voting 
shares all owned by the family. 
And the company says officially 
that no plan for public sales 'of 
stock is under consideration. Yet. 
strong pressures exist both on the 
Foundation and the family, not to 
wait too long to accomplish public 
sale in some form." Moore said 
Hoffman observed that although 
the company was run well and was 
making big strides, nevertheless, 
"some day diversification of the 
Foundation's investments will be 
desirable." 


Continuing, Mr. Moore's article 


sai dthat, to protect itself against 
sudden loss of income, the Founda- 
tion had made a 
"stabilization 


fund" of $100 million from income. 
Even so, Mr. Moore wrote that 
there was strong sentiment for 
diversification through sale of ."a 
substantial portion" of the non- 
voting stock. The Foundation had 
eight trustees. Four are Henry, and 
Benson Ford, Donald K. David, :of 
the Harvard graduate School -of 
B u s i n e s s Administration, and 
James Weber, a Detroit retail mer- 
chant. They seem sound enough, 
even granting youthful exuberance 
of the Ford youngsters. But the 
four "outsiders" are less impres- 
sive. 


They are Hoffman, Charlie Wil- 


son, late president of General Elec- 
tric, a fall-guy for one of the most 
bizarre 
pro-Communist 
political 


exploints of the Roosevelt-Truman 
regime, John Cowles, president of 
the Minneapolis Star and- Look, 
and F. W. Abrams, chairman of 
Standard 
Oil 
of 
New Jersey.

Color Blindness Hereditary 
Is Difficult to Overcome

The ability to see different colors 


is one of the remarkable attributes 
of the human eye and brain. With- 
out it we would have few artists 
none of us could appreciate-the 
enormous variety of color in na- 
ture. and those engaged in certain 
occupations would certainly be se- 
verely handicapped. 


Color sense is a quality of that 


portion of the eye known as the 
retina, which records impressions 
through .the optic nerve to the 
brain. Some color rays are no' 
consciously appreciated', and some 
people are more aware of differ- 
ences in shades of color than oth- 
ers.

The latter is rather rare. 


The totally color blind are those 


who cannot distinguish any color 
but only variation in the bright' 
ness of the object. To such per- 
sons the world is all black, white 
and gray. 


Color blindness is of extrcme 


Importance, particularly the red- 


green variety, to those in certain 
occupations, such as railway, air 
or marine service, because the 
ability to discriminate between red 
and green signals is of vital signifi- 
cance. Keen ability to discriminate 
colors is also of importance -'to 
many chemical workers, 
litho- 


praphers, painters and, of course, 
artists. 
; 


Most color blindness is inborn 


or congenital, it is believed to be 
truly hereditary and transmitted 
through the mother to the male 
children. This is probably respon- 
sible for the fact that it is 10 times 
as common among the male popu- 
lation as among the female; one 
man in 25 is said to be affected by 
some form of color blindness.

Reds regrouped and surrounded 
East Berlin briefly, but Allied de- 
fenders sent the assault force reel- 
ing again by noon and secured 
their positions. 


In some of the most savage fight- 


ing of the war, Americans and 
South Koreans slammed back the 
repeated attacks by Chinese Reds 
on Poikchop and Arrowhead. 


« For 36 furious hours, the Reds 
committed more and moie men 
into the battles fought at 
close 


range with gun butts, knives, fists, 
and, at times, even stones. 


Ciawling over the bodies of their 


own dead, the Reds assaulted 
Allied positions behind thunderous 
artillery barrages that at one time. 
the 7th Division said, boomed 20 
shells a second. In all, the Reds 
npped the hills with 40.000 rounds 
of artillery and mortars. 


At their height, the Reds stormed 


up the slopes and fingers of both 
Allied positions but never reached 
the crests. 


Communist losses, although not 


estimated yet. were staggering, 
reports indicated.

file most common fault in the 


pup is having; the right hand too 
far over on the shaft. If this is the 
situation, the polfer is slicing al- 
most every shot. 


The right hand too far under the 


shaft causes a hook. 


By this time the grip should be 


automatic—so make sure it is au- 
tomatically correct. The hands 
should be close together so they 
can perform as a unit. 
- The V's formed by the thumbs 
and index fingers i,hould point to 
the right shoulder. 


An improper pivot lanks high on 


thc list of onuses for common golf- 
me headaches. This is a natural 
body turn, paused by the move- 
ment of the arms and hands swing- 
ing the club to the top of «n arc 
and back down to contact with the 
ball and into the follow through. 
If you can keep it on that elemen- 
tary plane, you should have a mini- 
mum of problems with your swing. 


The golfer who does not pivot 


sufficiently usually slides into a 
swaying motion. The reason is that 
when your arms swing back, your 
body must move in some manner 
in order to shift out of the way of 
the arms. If a pivot does not thus 
occur, thc body only sways out of 
the way. Swaying ruins the arc of 
your swing and usually results in | 
topping or missing the ball, or at 
best, pushing thc shot off to the 
right. 


Keep the clubhead low to the 


ground as you start it back. That's 
Ihe beginning of a correct pivot. 
The rest will follow if the grip and 
stance aie sound.
